MILLIONS IN WAR 
CLAIMS TO BE PAID 


THOS. MULVEY RETURNS WITH 
1.0,U'S FROM MANY 
EUROPEAN NATIONS 


OTTAWA — Final adjustment of 
war claims amounting to several mil 
lions were arranged for by Thomas 
Mulvey under secretary of state dur- | 
ing a trip abroad from which he has 
returned Mr Mulvey is custodian of 
alien enemy property in Canada and 
it was in that capacity more particul 
arly that he has been negotiating with 
the British, German, Hungarian and 
Bulgarian governments. 

The matters outstanding have re- 
lated particularly to the disposition 
of properties and securities. With 
Bulgaria all outstanding accounts a- 
mounting to $100,000 have been ad- 
justed The payments are to be made 
in Canada. Similarly but for a much 
larger amount, the Hungarian situa- 
tion has been arranged. That country 
agrees to pay Canada $800,000 but 
some details are to be worked out 
such as interest and the period of pay 
ments 

Matter Squared Away 

With the public trustee in Great 
Britain algo a settlement has been 
practically concluded. This officer had 
in custody a great deal of Canadian 
securities held by Germans and Can- 
ada claimed them. In the last year or 
so the trustee has paid to the Can- 
adian authorities over a million dol- 
lars in cash and two and a half mil- 
lions in securities, but $800,000 was 
outstanding. Either a suit at law or 
arbitration was suggested but the 
matter has now been squared away

There is one chance in thirty six

Studies were made at ‘caiol where 
the traffic was most co: and 
where it might be presumed the great 
est danger from inhalation of carbon 
monoxide gas on a city thoroughfare 
existed. 

The average of 141 tests made in 
these city streets during the rush 
hours of traffic disclosed a contami- 
nation of 0:8 part of carbon monoxide 
in 10,000 parts of air. Only 24 per 
cent of all the street samples had 
more than 1 part of carbon monoxide 
in 10,000 parts of air. In only one 
location was there as much as 2 parts 
c{ carbon monoxide in 10,000 parts 
of air namely. in a covered passage- 
way. Samples of air taken in motor 
busses showed even lower concentra- 
tions of carbon monoxide 

No Heafth Hazard 

In view of the fact that an admix- 
ture of more than 1 part of carbon 
monoxide in 10,000 parts of air is re- 
quired to constitute a health hazard 
it is evident [nut nu danger from this 
scurce actually exists. It is possible 


A recent survey made by experts 
of the United States Public Health 
revealed some interesting informa- 
tion on the subject of the danger of 
carbon monoxide poisoning from auto 
mobilea The increasing number .of 
deaths in places where the . atmos- 
phere is vitiated with exhaust gases— 
especially in private garages—has a- 
wakened widespread interest in this 
subject 


Former Sources of 
.Gas Poisoning 

In past ycars cases of carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning were limited to ex- 
posure to the gas around blast fur- 
naces and in mines, or to asphyxiation 
with illuminating gas. With the in- 
creasing use of electricity in homes 
end industries this source of danger 
has benn largely climinated. 

As water gas has superseded the 
cid-time coal gas, the fatalities have 
increased inasmuch as the former 
contains nearly 40 per cent of carbon 
monaxide as compared with the 4 to

E. W. Beatty, chairman and president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, in speaking as guest of 
honor at the banquet which marked the official 
opening of the Lord Nelson Hotel at Halifax, 
referred to the tourist attractions of Nova Scotia 
as being second to none on the continent. This 
from as well travelled a man as the head of the 
World’s Greatest Travel System was a decided ap- 
preciation. “In addition to the opportunities for 
sport which are unsurpassed and attract tourists 
from both the United States and Canada, you have 
the historic associations such as typified by the 
Evangeline legend which the Canadian Pacific and 
Dominion Atlantic Companies have successfully 
preserved and featured. It seems to us only right 
that the railway which came into existence as a 
fulfilment of one of the terms of Confederation 
should encourage such travel to your cities and 
other historic places,” he said. “That travel has 
grown apace during the last few years and it was 
because of this fact among others that at the soli- 
citation of your business men we joined with them 
in the building of this hotel. It is for the same 
reason that we are building a modern hotel with 
other tourist facilities at Digby.” 


The Lord Nelson Hotel, while operated under the 
direction of the Canadian Pacific Railway is the 
result of a sincere effort on the part of the people 
wf Halifax who have long been working for a modern 
hostelry which would adequately take care of the 
business which offered in the city. It is situated 
in the heart of the city and fronting on the Botanical 
Garde@y.that have helped to make this old city 
famous 

Within and without, the appearance of the hotel 
reflects great credit on its architects and builders. 
In building and in decoration it is Georgian in 
character, and throughout the hotel and particularly 
in the public rooms, a most successful effort has 
been made to express the period recalled by the 
historic name associated with it. Immediately 
inside the front doors is a handsome and spacious 
lobby, which at once gives the keynote of Georgian 
decoration, The hotel offices are here as also are 


other public services such as elevator lobby, tele- 
phone room, cigar shop, etc. 

The mezzanine floor and ladies waiting room 
leads up from this, and on one side of the lobby is 
a, short flight of steps leading up to the assembly 
lounge. In this room and in the adjacent setembly 
hall the attempt to recapture the atmosphere of 
two hundred years ago has bgen particularly suc- 
cessful. The chief feature is the fine fireplace over 
which is an excellent copy in oils of the full length 
portrait of Lord Nelson which was painted shortly 
before his death. In one corner stands a fine copy 
of the well known bust of this hero, and on the 
center table is a splendid model of his ship “The 
Victory.” . 

The end of this room opens into the assembly 
hall which is large enough to seat about 250 people 
comfortably. At one end is an ample stage with the 
usual dressing rooms and disappearing footlights. 

‘Leading from the other side of the lobby up a 
short flight of marble steps is a foyer, and beyond 
that the main dining room. On the floor beneath 
the lobby are a series of fine shops opening on the 
street, and here also ts the spacious grill, which in 


keeping with the nautical flavour notable élsewhere 


in the building, is termed “The Ward Room”. 


Its woodwork is of oak and its ceiling crossed by 
hewn beams. It is lit by ships lanterns of brass 
and by candelabra designed from binnacle lights 
and ships steering wheels. The furniture also is 
of stout oak. Other features of this floor are a 
barber shop, beauty shop and the usual public 
services. 

The bedroom floors include a number of fine 
suites of which the Royal Suite is an outstanding 
example.: Like the other its character of decora- 
tion is in keeping with the rest of the hotel. It 
consists of sitting room, dining room and two bed- 
rooms, and its furnishings include some fine exam- 
ples of early Georgian. The bathrooms and general 
Plumbing and heating arrangements throughout 
are up to the most modern standard as also are all 
the facilities for public service.

sends the soldier to face any crisis 

In the third place this veteran en- 
gineer was controlled by a sense of 
duty towards society. He must get 
his train to its destination, The in- 
terests of those whom he was carry 
ing and those who waited for what his 
train was bringing conspired to make 
him responsible. One antidote to the 
virus of disaffection would be _ this 
feeling of responsibility. In & very 
real sense every man who does any 
work whether with hand or brain is 
in a responsible position. One may 
dig a drain, or weld a joint, or con- 
siruct a machine and if he could vis- 
ualize the consequences of his work 
good or bad, he would be encouraged 
of perhaps appalled; for good work 
n.eans security and bad work dis- 
aster. A faulty nut in an automobile 
aay hurl the driver into the ditch; 
imperfect insulation may result in 
loss of property of life; and what is 
true of the producer of material 
things is true of those forces which 
would mould social and public life. 
Thev can be saved from mischief only 
by the motive that governed this en- 
gineer—a sense of duty to society 

Responsibility engendered depen- 
dability and the dependable man is 
worth his weight in gold. This man 
put conscience into his task and no 
good or lasting thing is done without 
that element. 


What does it mean to let the en- 
gine die? It means to have possibili- 
ties and not to develop them; to have 
cportunities and not to seize them; 
to be able to do a thing well and do 
it badly; in short to be negative when 
we might be positive forces This is 
what the old engineer meant by let- 
ting the engine die and this is a dis- 
srace.—Canadian National Magazine
